Considered The Matrix 1.5, the 
11-minute animated short The Final Flight 
of the Osiris was written by the creators of 
The Matrix. Its story, about an impending 
machine assault on humanity, takes place 
after the original film and directly sets up 
the events of the upcoming sequel. 

Animation duties were handled by 
Square USA, the company behind the film 
Final Fantasy: The Spirits Within. Even 
though the animators cribbed the bodies 
for Osiris characters from ones already 
sculpted for Final Fantasy, the animation 
process was So laborious that each 
minute of film took six weeks to produce. 


The Matrix’s squid-like Sentinels appear 
in the short. Each one has 15 tentacles 
and more than 40 legs. In one shot, there 
are over 20,000 onscreen at a time. That’s 
more than 300,000 flailing tentacles. 

When Final Fantasy came out in July 
2001, its box-office take was so dismal 
that Square USA imploded a few months 
later. While they were able to complete 
Osiris, it’s always bad for morale when your 
last project destroys the company. (JD)

How is it that you have a better 

body at 88 than most men do

I work out two hours a day, seven 
days a week, even when I'm on the 
toad. You don’t have to work out two 
hours every day, but I do. It’s prob- 
ably an ego thing. 

Besides juicing, what's been the 

greatest experience of your career? 
My wife. She’s the power under my 
muscle. When I started out I was 
a laughingstock, but then I met 
Elaine, and she went along with me 
1 million percent. In 1936, opened 
the first modern health club. It had 
chrome weights, flowers all over, 
rugs on the floor—a real fancy gym.
